13 STUDENT NOMINEES LAUNCH CAMPAIGNS 


Various Classes 


To Be Offered 


Beginning Monday night the 
recently inaugurated jaysee night 
school division will open evening 
class work to adults and college 
students desiring regular jaysee 
credit, it was announced today 
by Director D. K. Hammond. No 
fees will be charged for the in- 
struction, it was indicated. 

“For several years we have had 
numerous requests for night 
courses and are now in position 
to offer a limited program de- 
pending on the demand,” Ham- 
mond stated. “Other courses will 
be offered if we have a sufficient 
number of requests to warrant 
formation of a class.” 

Carrying regular college credit 
which are transferable to any 
university the enrollee may later 


wish to attend, all courses will be | 


under the direction of jaysee in- 
structors. 

Courses will run from 7 to 
9:30 o’clock, two evenings a week, 
it was stated. 

The night schedule of courses 
and instructors includes: 

Drafting, covering all fields of 
mechanical and structural draw- 
ing, Tuesday and Thursday even- 
ings in BK. H. A. Moomaw will 
conduct these classes. 

Mineralogy, with a chemistry 
prerequisite, Monday and Wed- 
nesday evenings in S121 under 
H. A. Scott. 

Psychology, 1B open to stu- 
dents who have completed one se- 
mester of the subject, Monday 
evenings in C105. Dr. Kyle Lyon 
will be in charge. 

Chemistry, featuring industrial 
analysis, Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings in S105. 

General physics, Tuesday and 
Thursday nights in C8 under C. 
Norman Hicks. 

Also included in the night 
school division is the jaysee pilot 
ground training course held Mon- 
w,, Wednesday, and Thursday 
evenings from 7 to 9:30. H. O. 
Russell and Floyd Martin will con- 
duct classes in C8.

Figures released today by Miss 
Mabel G. Whiting, jaysee regis- 
trar, show an increase of 32 stu- 
dents cver the number registered 
at this time last year. So far 967 
students have enrolled in the jun- 
ior college while only 925 had 
registered on this date last year. 

Miss Whiting’s figures also re- 
vealed that 110 of the students 
registered up until today are from 
points outside of the state of 


California, while 106 are from 
localities outside of Orange 
county.

Exceeding last year’s allotment 
by nearly $500, the Associated 
Student budget was approved this 
week by the Executive Board, it 
was revealed today by Marvin 
Webb, treasurer of the Associ- 
ated Students. 

Total expenditures for the year 
are expected to reach $11,039, 
while receipts will undoubtedly 
exceed that amount, Webb stated. 
An estimated increase of revenue 
from the sale of football tickets 
made the budget enlargement 
possible. 

Approximately $5000 will be 
received by the Associated Stu- 
dents through the sale of student 
tickets during the year, while a 
large amount will probably be re- 
ceived in football receipts. 


Chief expenditures during the 
year are made for the football 
team and Del Ano, each of which 
require allotments of approxi- 
mately $2000, while social activi- 
ties, medical service, advertising, 
and numerous other college func- 
tions require considerable finan- 
cial backing by the Associated Stu- 
dents.

@ The Value of Jaysee 


\ One of Noah Webster’s definitions of 


‘a future is ‘“‘a security obtained for de- 
‘livery in time to come.” Mr. Webster 


referred to a commercial transaction, but 
the future of which we are reminded to- 
day, and which might well bear the same 
definition, belongs to junior college stu- 
dents.

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@ The Story of a Shirt and Some Ink 
Observe Anniversary of Printing 


Each morning millions of people 


throughout the 


world pick up their paper and hastily thumb through it 
without ever thinking of the hundreds of years of labor 


represented in its pages. 

Although most of them have 
been scanning the printed page 
for the greater ~art of their 
lives, they do not even know how 
printing began, or of what the 
ink which makes the impression is 
made. Do you? Did you know that 
back in 1423 a young German, 
Laurens Coster, idling his time 
away in a forest leisurely carved 
his initials in the bark of a tree, 
then carelessly leaned back against 
it? And did you know that as a 
result an impression made by the 
sap of the tree was left on his 
shirt giving him the idea which 
led to the invention of printing 
in 1440? 

RECALL BEGINNING 

This year the world is observing 
the 500th anniversary of the in- 
vention of printing and since that 
long ago day when an impression 
was left on a shirt, the evolution 
of the ink which now makes the 
impression has been as remark- 
able as the evolution of printing 
itself. 

Beginning as herb and fruit 
juice, the ink now used has evolved 
into a highly complex composed 
of pigment and a varnish com- 
posed of linseed oil, rosin, and 
soap. 

The, oil must be as old as pos- 
sible; the rosin may be black or 
amber; and the soap, which is in- 
dispensable since it causes the 
ink to adhere uniformly to the 
type and also to leave the type 
clean after making the impression, 
is yellow. 

OTHER DETAILS = 

The varnish is prepared by heat- 
ing the oil until it “strings” 
properly, slowly stirring in the 
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rosin, followed by the soap. 

Completing the process is the 
mixing of the varnish with lamp- 
black and grinding into impalpable 
fineness in a levigating mill or 
with a stone and muller.—Keith 
Otteson

CHILD OF REVOLUTION 


Cossack horsemen clattered furiously 
into the town of Belka. It was early morn- 
ing; the town, a suburb of Odessa, bor- 
dering the Black Sea, was just beginning 
to wake up. After terrorizing the popu- 
lace, a squad of raiders rode up to the 
home of the mayor. There they entered 
the living room and began pounding 
wheat into flour, wrecking the house. 
Outside a child watched his sister being 
chased around the well by a sword. 
brandishing cossack. 

The time: 1918, when the area around 
Odessa was no-man’s land to the fight- 
ing Bolsheviks and cossacks. The child: 
Isiah Tamarkin, now Charles James 
Tamarkin, freshman, at Santa Ana ‘jay- 
see. . 

RECALLS ATTACK 

“Though I was only a small child at 
that time,”’ Tamarkin recalled, “I remem- 
ber that morning vividly; it’s one of those 
things you don’t forget. My sister would 
surely have been murdered if some Bol. 
sheviks hadn’t put the cossacks to flight. 
Besides the fact that my father was mayor 
of the town, I think that the reason they 
attacked us particularly was because we 
were Jewish. A “pogrom” was being con- 
ducted against minorities.” 

Following this incident, Tamarkin re. 
mained in Russia until he was 6 years old, 
coming to the United tSates in 1923. His 
father’s death in 1929 left him parent- 
less, his mother having died several 
months after his birth. Now 22, Tamar- 
kin pointed out that he has lived alone 
since his eighteenth birthday. 

TO BECOME CITIZEN 

Although he has been in this country 
for 17 years, Tamarkin stated that he 
is not yet a citizen. He quickly explained 
this, ““My father died before he could 
take out his second papers; consequent- 
ly, I had to wait until I was twenty-one 
before I could file my declaration of in- 
tention. I went down to the naturalization 
office on my twenty-first birthday. I will 
take out my second papers next Decem- 
ber, on my twenty-third birthday.” 

_Tamarkin arrived in Southern Califor- 
nia three weeks ago and expects to stay 
here permanently. He intends to study for 
a career in directing musical shows on the 


‘stage and in the movies. 


Hobbies of Tamarkin, who, by the way, 
can speak Russian, Jewish, and English, 
are tennis and creative writing. For the 
last two years he has been slanting short 
stories for Collier’s and the Saturday 
Evening Post, but he admits that so far 
he hasn’t sold anything.—Jimmy Yamada
